People who imagine that gambling among min- 
ors is a thing of the past in this city are much 
mistaken. It is worse than ever it was before. 
When keno was in vogue, it was condemned be- 
cause it caught minors and poor people. Yet 
there are two houses in the center of the city to- 
day, which sell pool tickets to minors without the 
slightest hesitation. Each of them has put the 
price of their tickets down toa trifling figure to 
catch juvenile patronage. All day long their 
places are crowded with urchins, school-boys, 
now on a vacation, being largely among the vis- 
itors. 

THE FIRST AND WORST OF THESE PLACES, 
isa dirty room, located at No. 512 Pine street, 
the door opening out intothe street. The proprie- 
tor makes no secret of his business. Around the 
entrauce are hung weather-beaten strips of can- 
vas, bearing such legends as, *‘Race Combinations 
sold here, 2 for 25 cents,’ and “Combinations on 
Saratoga and Brighton Beach, 2 for 2 
cents,” “Base Ball Combinations 25 cents.” 

When a Post-DIsPATcH® reporter visited the 
place this morning, there were at least forty per- 
sons in the roum, hine-teuths of whom were under 
twenty years ofage. Some of the visitors were 
not more than fifteen years, pul 
the majority were a year or two older, 
Here and there was a middie-aged man, evidently 
of the laboring class, who had come to try his 
luck at a place where it was cheap enough.for him 
to venture. A touch looking #oun fellow, in his 
shirt sleeves, stood on an elevated platform be- 
hind a railing, and kept calling out continuously, 

‘MAKE YOUR BETS, 
gentlemen. back your favorites.” Fifteen or 
twenty chairs were scattered around the room, 
but most of them were unoccupied, the some 
gambiers all standing up in their anxiety to cate 
the eniries penciled on the board. 

‘How is business?’ asked the PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter as he purchased two tickets on a race 
and pul up his quarter. 

‘Goud,’ said the young man, as he handed over 
the change for a Gollar.**Won’t you_buy a flyer 
on the base-ball this afternoon, We're selling 
some games here.

“broke,” and the placeis not doing any business. 

Beside the’ KidssCamp” and Baldwin’s, the only 
other pool room now running i@St. Louis is kept 
by Dick Roche. In this, however, there is no 
cheap board. Mr. Roche is very strict in his ar- 
rangements. He not only refuses to seli to minors,’ | 
put he will not aliow them to hang | 
around the place at all. One of 
the reasons why these twenty-five cent and 
iwo for twenty-five cents houses were staried was 
to catch the juvenile patronage, which Dick 
Roche would not touch. Baldwin and Barrett get 
the boys and poor men who can only afford to 
play a trifle, and to whom the loss of a dollar 
means More than would the loss of $50 to the men 
who piay at Roche’s.”

youth inacommon vortex of crime, but drag in 
also those weak-minded beads of families who 
are always on the lookout to better their financial 
condition by such means. The proprietors of 
these places are fattening upon the hard-exrned 
wages of aclass who can ill afford to spare a dol- 
lar from thelr limued means. Aud who 
shall wonder when the legitimate eari- 
ings of those poor dupes are swailowed up 
in the insatiage maw of these land sharks thai the 
tempter should set in and urge their victims to 
pilfer from their employers’ store to carry on the 
game, whilst finally detection, disgrace and igno- 
minious death stares them in the face. I believe 
that every legitimate means shouid be taken to 
suppress this yillainous business, and to that end 
engage to give my individual support to any law

Delay in Starting—-The Cars Royally Be- 
decked—Arthur’s Party—Crowds Assemble 
at the Way Stations, —

SALEM, Inv.. August 2—On board the Presid- 
ent’s train, 9:40 a. m.: A special containing 
President Arthur and his party bound éut of the 
Louisville, New Aibany and Chicago Depot, at 
Louisville, was half an hour late, and, after 
crossing the bridge which spans the Ohio 
River at Jeffersonville, was soon “speeding 


along at quick pace under the foot-hills of South- 
ern Indiana. The leave-taking which the Presi- 
dent had of Louisville was in a measure informal, 
aithough quite a great concourse had congregated 
about the re to give him an early morning 
send-off, and the gaily uniformed band of the 
Louisville Legion was on hand to discourse ‘Hail 
to the Chief’ as the Presidential party entered 
the depot. This musical attachment will 
accompany the President to Chicago. The 
special trgin is decked out in_ royal 
fashion, the engine is beflagged, ~ and 
beribboned almost beyoud its originalisemblance. 
The decorations extend to three splendid coaches 
and a dining car,which make up the train. Under 
the circumstances there could be no mistaking 
the identity of the specialto the great crowds 
which collected at all way stations te witness its 
flying passage. The party on board was made up 
aS follows: President Arthur, Secretaries Lin- 
colin, Gresham and Folger, Senator Bayard, Sena- 
tor Beck, of Kentucky and representatives of the 
press. General Sheridan and party retarned to 
OUbicago list night. The transit of tae speciai had 
evidently been well advertised, as was shown by 
the great crowds along the entire route. Every 
crossing had its quota of spectators. and the rail 
fences on the outskirts of some of the villages in 
the lower portion of the State were liberally 
decorated with natives.

Alderman Hadley, who 
was seen by a Worid reporter on the Gallia, yes- 
terday, rejoiced over the success of. his scheme. 


“The new company,” he said “has been organized 
in opposition to existing organizations. We shall 
Give the public, despite the oppowition of a cer- 
tain syndicate, more rapid and more certain com- 
munication with Europe at largely reduced rates. 
Atl contracts have been completed, which insure 
for ten years atleast cheaper facilities to people 
who wish to use the cable. We intend, upon 
my return to England, to mike | imine- 
diate arrangements fur the full cgmpletion 
of the entire system, and shall proceed by laying a 
cable from Penzance to Sable Island, and from 
that point to Halifax. At tne latter place we shall 
be connected with the entire telegraphic system 
of the Dominion of Canada, and by a favorabie 
arrangement just completed with the American 
Postal Telegraph Company we shail have direey 
communication throughout the United States. 
Our cable will be abvut 
2,700 MILES LONG, 

and more direct thin any other now existing. 
Eventually the company will have acable running 
to New York. The capital stock is $1,500,000, 
and the greatest share of it is al- 
ready subserived. The new cable will be 
a few hundred miles shorter than the others, but 
it is our system of operation that will enable us 
to transinit messages rapidly and at very cheap 
rates. it would uot be advisable to state, a” wh 
present, what our system is.

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UP TO THE HILT. ° 


A White Man Thrusts a Knife Into 
a Colored Hostler’s Skull. 

The Murder of Phillips—Desperate Deed 
of a Chicken-Thief— Mrs. Houlihan’s 
Hen the Cause—Arrest of a Man on 
Suspicion—He is Released. 


About 9 o’clock last night John Phillips. a col- 


oret! hostler in the employ of Dr. W, T. Gregory. 


at No. 3416 Morgan street, was stabbed in the 
forehead and aimost instantly killed at the corner 
of Morgan street and Channing avenue by a white 
man, who made an easy escape. The facts of the 
killing are these: Up to a week ago a family 
named Houlihantlived in a small frame house 
next door, and on moving away Phillips, 
who was weli liked through the neighborhood, 


agreed to take charge of the chickens, and was 
apg ay a small brown hen in payment. He ful- 
lled his’part of the contract for Mrs. Houlihan, 
and was given a small hen which nested ina 
clump of weeds on the adjoining premises. Last 
night Phillips was at work in the stable when his 
attention was attracted to the lot by the cackling 
ofthe hen. He called another colored man hained 
Jerry White, and the two repaired to the tot, 
where they fottnd a white man with the hen 
under his arm ana a boy at his side. 
Phillips asked the man why he had taken the 
chicken, and what he proposed to do with it. The 
man said that when the Houlihan family was 
moving he did some work for them and was 
promised the henin payment, and he was going 
to take it to his house.on Seventh street. Philiips 

rotested, but the mafi continued to move east on 

organ street. Phillips took two pieces of mac- 
adani fromthe street and threw one of them at 
the man. He missed the mark and threw a 
second stone, striking him on the side. White 
stood off a short distance and took no part in the 


fight. The man with the chicken then turned and 


was rapidly closing in on Phillips, who stooped to 
pick up another missile, but before he rose into 
ah upright position again 

A KNIFE-BLADE GLEAMED IN THE GASLIGHT 
and the white man plunged it into Phillips’ 
head. The negro staggered back to the 
stone covering over the inlet on the corner and 
satdown. A stream of blood flowed from a small 
wound in his foreheait; just over the right eye. 
White ran up to him and asked himif he was 
badly hurt. The wounded man replied that he 
Was Cu; and asked White to go into the shed with 
him. At the hydrant in the rear of No. 3410 
Morgan street he was bathing his head 
when Dr. Gregory discovered hin. He took 
Phillips into the house and at once found 
that the wound was very serious. A small open- 
ing in the flesh revealed 

A SEPARATION OF THE SKULL, 

showing where the blade was encased inthe 
man’s brain. in the excitement attending the as 
sault White returned to look after Phillips. John 
Heckwith, however, gave chase apd caught hold 
of the eseaping chicken thief, but fvolislily re- 
leased his hola and permitted him to escape. 
Phillips’ death resulted a few minutes after en- 
tering the. nouse, and the body was removed tothe 
Morgue atonce. The deceased was from Lex- 
ington, Ky., and enjoyed a good reputation in the 
neighborhood. 

Special Officers Drake and Barnétt were de- 
tailed specially upon the case. From Jerry 
White, @ negro, they obtained a meager descrip- 
tion of the rourderer. apd on it atl o’clock went 
to 3400 Morgan street and arrested 

ROGER WOOD, 
awell known political character, and for the 
greater part of the past ten years a Deputy Con- 
stable. The prisoner was taken to the Third 
District Police Station and ‘locked = up. 
After an examination of Wood this morning, it 
Was esiablished beyond any question that he had 
nothing todo with the case whatever. he does 
not answer the description given by the eye-wit- 
ness to the inurder in any particular, and, they 
both stated when he was taken before them that 
they had never seen him before. Wood was set at 
liberty at il o’clock, after having been tiearcer- 
ated since la.m. He naturaliy expressed his in- 
dignation that he should have been made 
the victim of such stupidity upon the 
part of officer Drake, who, he says, met him sev- 
cral tines during the evening, and had'no reason 
to postpone his arrest until one o'clock in the 
ae Wood has many friends who will be 
glad to learn that he is in no way connected with 
the crime. 
AT AN FARLY HOUR THIS MORNING 
the police made an arrest which was kept quiet 
until this afternoon. There were but poor 
grounds on which to suspect Roger Woods of the 
murder and the efforts to cage the right man did 
not end at his arrest. 
JOHN LAHEY, A TEAMSTER, 
living near Twentieth and Division streets, was 
arrested before 5 o’elock this morning in 
his own yard and taken to the Third District 
Station with his §&year-old son, He was seen dur- 
ing his confinemegt and asked how he proposed 
to estabiish his innocence. “I don’t know how I 
will,” said he, ‘but I don’t think much harm ean 
come to al innocent § man. Before’ the 
family was up this .morning I found 
three policemen waiting for me in the yard. 
I was taken tu the station house and locked up 
with my little boy. I‘didad’t know untila few min- 
utes ago What I was wanted for. The policemen 
were waiting for me apparently this morning. and 
said that I would not be wanted very long. They 
asked me if I had a boy, and [told them I had a 
son pained Johnnie. At thelr request 
I called him and took him with me. 
we have been locked up ever since, I was told 
that I was wanted for killing a necro last night. 
Well, all I have to say is, that [I didn't Kill apy 
negro. I got home at 7 o’ctock, and sat in the 
yard until 8 o’clock, rocking the taby. I then 
went toclean the mules, after talking awhile 
to a neighbor named Kelly. It struck 
9 o’clock while I wasinthe stable and at about 
half past 9 o’clock I got through and went to bed 
and staved there until this morning when I was 
arrested.” . 
JOHNNY LAHEY, 
the boy who was supposed to be the companion of 
last night’s murderer, was seen to-day 
hefore he had spoken to his father. 
He is only & years old and was in confine- 
ment several hours Before he was interviewed. 
This and the further fact that he was locked up 
up before he had had breakfast accounted for the 
difficulty with which the reporter § crew 
him off from a pan of bread and 
sausage which the turnkey had given him. 
When asked where he was last night he said: * 
was at home in bed. I stayed with papa while 


1 he was cleaning the mules until 9 o’clock and then 


I went to bed, and this morning when [ woke up 
the policeman took us to the police station.” 

Jerry White and John Heeckwood, who 
says his name is Hegwood, the two colored 
men who accompanied Phillips on his fatal errand 
last nicht have been held by the police for safe- 
keeping. This morning Lahey was exhibited to 
the two eye-withesses of the tragedy separately. 
When White was returned to his eell he saia: 
“That’s the man, I’m sure, and that’s the boy. too. 
The man was dressed differentiy but I know him, 
and that’s the boy, too.” On belug cross-examined 
by the reporter White, who is not over 20 years of 
age. could not give an accurate description of 
anthing he had seen during the experiences of the 
past twenty-four heurs. 

Jobn Hedgewood, who used to dtive for Dr. 
Cabanne, was also with Phillips. When #e was 
shown Lahey by the police to-day he said without 
hesitation, ' 

“THAT’S NOT THE MAN. 

Isawthe man that killed Phillips last night. 
When he stabbed him 1 separated them myself, 
and he started east on “Morgnn | street 
with the chicken. Iran after himand he got up 
on Milton’s ,steps, near Thirty-fourth street. 
saw bim thete. Lasked him why he ent John 
and he said, “I didn’t cut John.” He hac 
the chicken with him, and I took it 
away from him. I didn’t touch his 
clothes, and 1 don’t Know what kind 
he wore, but lam sure the man that they have 
in the next cell ain’t the mau that cut Phillips. 
The fellow I took the chicken fron last night had 
a light mustache and this man has a sinbby, black 
beard all over his face. Lam sure this is not the 
man,’ 

With these contradictory statementstconcerning 
the identity of Lahey, the police this afternoon 
decided to hold him to await the developments 
of the Coroner’s inquest‘ which will be weld to- 
morrow.

Fremont 
or Sundusky, as the passenger may wish it. Itis 
further claimed that the scaipers of this city are 
paid a handsome commission for selling tickets 
over this route, and as the route is by no means a 
preferable one, the ®calpers cut the rate by taking 
olf part of their commission and letting the pas- 
seuger bave the benefit.

Whathas been called 
a diawond is jnerely a piece of quariz crys- 
tal, which is imbedded firm!y in the emeraid, 
The crystal is about two-thirds the size of 
the emerald, and appears to have been 
driven intuit. Neither stene is very pure, 
and they are valuable oniy as mineralogical 
specimens. Thissort of erystal is commonly 
called a diamond in North Carolina, but as 
yet nv real diamonds have beeu fvund there, 
although varivus Kinds. of precious stones 
have from time to time bren discove ed. 
Many of these, chiefly emeralds of rare color 
calied Hiddenite, in honor of Mr. Hidden, 
the discoverer, are found in a small mine at 
Stony Point, which was opened about two 
years ago, and has been worked more or less 
since that time. ‘Phe emeraids are found ia 
pencils of various sizes, Some are of a dark 
green color, but most of them are pale green. 
Some of the pencils, are very large, the 
iargest being 8% inches long. 

‘In the same vicinity have been found gar- 
nets, rubies, aqua-marine, topaz, and other 
precious stones. 

‘“lhere‘is some reason to believe that the 
Dewey diamond, the largest dia:uwond ever 
found in the Uuited States, which was cut 
bv the Morse Diamond Cutting Company in 
1852, came from North Carolina, although it 
was fuuud by an Lrish labore? in Manchester, 
Va. When found it was imbedded ina cur- 
ious stone known as ita cvulumite, large 
quantities of which, in ledges, are found in 
North Carolina. It appears that a 
load of this stone had been 
taken to Manchester for assaying, and it is 
coujeciured that this piece in which the dia- 
mond was einvedded dropped from the cart 
onthe way. It weighed 23% carats, and 
when cut 11 11-16 carats. ‘The cutting cost 
$1,000, and the stone itself may be roughly 
estimated as worth $10,000. 

‘“\ curious peculiarity of this ita columite 
is that it is a flexible stone. 1 have a chunk 
of it that will bend buth ways. The stone 
is a Course sandstone, and way be used for 
building purposes. 

Mr. Derby, a native of New York, ands 
graduate of Cornell University, who is em- 
vloyed by Dom Pedro as geologist of Bra- 
zil, visited the mineral. district of North 
Carolina, and said that if be had been taken 
to the piace Dilindfolded, and then, on the 
bandage being removed, had been asked 
where he was, he should bave said unhesi- 
tatingly that he was in the diamond district 
of Brazil. He did not, however, find any 
diamonds in North Carolina. 

“The following lines on Hiddenite, which’ 
is sometimes called the American emerald, 
were written by the Rey. W. H. Kogers, rec- 
tor of Heaton Chapel, Manchester, England: 
Hidden for years from all human sight, 

At last by hidden means conveyed to light, 
Thou now the pride of kings to shine art bidden; 
‘Tis the discoverer himself that’s Hidden, 

Honored for Life.
